Applicant's arguments were not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the applied prior art does not teach a tin oxide layer with a rutile structure, the examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Tada (column 4, lines 50-54) and Komatsu (column 5, lines 16-40) both disclose that the photocatalytic layer 
may be deposited by CVD. USPN 6,027,766 to Greenberg discloses that CVD deposited tin oxide layers have a rutile (cassiterite) 
structure. Therefore, the examiner asserts that the tin oxide layers taught by the applied prior art have a rutile structure. 

For the purposes of appeal, claims 1, 3-7, 9-10 and 12-20 would be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
USPN 6,379,776 in view of USPN 5,854,708 and claim 8 would be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over USPN 
6,379,776 in view of USPN 5,854,708 and further in view of USPN 5,605,609. Claims 14-20 would be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, 
second paragraph, for dependng on previously cancelled claim 2. 
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
